If you want the ball to 
go fifteen to twenty feet you will 
hit from an eighth of an inch to 
an inch behind the ball. 


The best way to master this 


shot is to take a number of halls 
into a sand trap and practice get- 
ting them out of different posi- 
tions and under varying circum- 
stances—place the balls at-^very 
possible angle, step on themV'tmry 
them in the sand—and you'll soon 
overcome your dread of traps and 
conquer 'one of the most useful 
shots in golf.
